Arthur E. Loder, district engineer 
of the United States Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads, who has been in charge of 
Federal aid ‘work in the Southeastern 
district of the United States, haa 
been selected manager of /the good 
roads bureau of the California State 
Automobile Association.

& newly painted, shiny case and sell 
it at about 90 per cent more than 
it is actually worth, under the guise 
of a “rebuilt” battery. 

“No matter what ts paid for such 
a. battery, the purchaser is usual- 
fy stung, for after a few weeks ser- 
vice the motorist will find that the 
plates and the separators—which 
are the main stay of all batteries— 
are in no better condition than the 
battery he just discarded. 

“It is far better,” concludes Rip- 
ley, “to crank your car by hand ‘tf 
necessary. for a few weeks, than to 
try and é¢onomize by buying one 
ofthese makeshift atteries that 
reflects upon, the legitimate battery 
‘manufacturers who put the. best 
‘possible material in‘ ‘their matteries 
and who are doing their best to give 
maximum service at as low a cost 
as, ig possible.”

Organized motorists in California 
have launched a determined fight to 
secure the removal .of ‘the federal 
.excise tax on automobiles and ac- 
cessories. 

This’ announcement was made yes- 
terday by D. BE. Watkins, secretary 
and general manager of the Cali- 
fornia State Automobile association 
who said that his organization would 
carry the demand befere Congress 
through the Amétcan Automobile 
association, the national organiation 
of motor car owners ‘with which the 
California automobile club is affilia- 
ted. 

Watkins declared that the auto- 
mobile association which represents 
35,000 organized motorists in north- 
ern and- central California felt that 
the time had come for the elimina- 
tion of this excise tax,on automotive 
| products which he termed as a dis- 
criminatory and unjust tax. Throuhh 
ity affiliation with the American 
Automobile association Watkins said 
that the local automobile club was 
in a position to press the demand 
before Congress. The stand that the 
California association has taken will 
also be ‘brought to the attention of 
California senators and représenta- 
tives who will be urged to support 
the stand taken by the organized 
motorists ,jhere, (Watkins said.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. {5"thel aw 
worst forest fire state in the Union.” 
This in brief is California’s national 
forest fire record for 1923, accord- 
ing to report of the U. S. Foest 
Service headquarters in this city, 
just made public. 

More fires were started in the 
national forests of the Golden State 
this season than during any year 
since 1917. Out of the total of 1,367 
fires that occurred, nearly 50 per 
cent resulted from lightning; the 
remainder being due to human care- 
lessness, and were, therefore, pre- 
ventable. Of the man-caused fires, 
tobacco smokers started, 358 ur 50 
per cent, and campers 117 or 16 per 
cent. Railroads, brush-burners, lum- 
bering and incendiarism accounted 
for the rest. 


The total area burned over by 
fires within the national forests was 
173,257 acres, of which 145,437 acres. 
were government land, and 26,820 
aeres private holdings. The Forest 
Service spent more than $100,000 in 
extinguishing these conflagrations. 

In the Angeles, Santa Barbara 
and Cleveland. National Forests of 
southern California there were 191 
fires which destroyed ‘the tree and 
brush growth on 127,430 acres. All 
but 10,000 acres, of this total resulted 
largely from two big fires in the 
Santa Barbara National Forest; the 
other southern forests experiencing 
an extremely favorable fire season. 

In nothern California the Plumes 
National Forest with 224 fires holds 
first place, followed by the Shasta 
Forest with 154 fires, Lassen Forest, 
127 fires, and the Klamath Forest 
with 103 fires. The Trinity Forest 
had 26 incendiary fires, and the 
Plumas 16; the total of fires on all 
national forests due to incendiarism 
numbering 76. The greatest damagé 
by fire in the northern part of the

Eighty-six per cent of all fires 
that started in the national forests 
were extinguished by forest rangers 
and co-operators before they had 
covered an area of more than 10 
acres Gach. Forest officets also 
handled 152 law enforcement cases 
against violators of the state and 
federal fire laws, and have secured 
convictions, to date, in 120 cases. 


There is little for Californians to 
be proud of in this record,” said 
District Ferester Paul G. Redington. 
“While there has been a slight de- 
crease in the total number of man- 
caused fires in the national forests. 
there has also been a startling in- 
crease in the conflagrations directly 
chargeable to users of tobacco. The 
‘tailormade’ cigarette and the un- 
extinguished match still continue to 
be the greatest enemies of our mag- 
nificent forests. It is surprising. 
also, ta note the number of fires 
started ‘by careless campers, es- 
pecially in view of the intensive 
educational campaign that has been 
waged these many years by the 
Forest Service, state forester and 
other agencies throughout the state. 

“Uncle Sam is a long suffering 
individual,” continued the district 
forester, “but there is no question 
that unless there is: a marked 
change, as regards fires, in the at- 
titude and actions of the public that 
use the national forests as a summer 
vacation land, we shall be obliged 
to periodically close certain popu- 
lar recreation forests, where there 
is a big fire hazard, to all forms 
of picnic and camp fires.
